CHARTER of Teinity College ; dated 28th June, 30° Elizabeth. 

Elizabeth, by the grace of God, of England, Franco and Ireland, Queen 
Defender of the Faith : — To all to whom the present letters shall come, greet! 
ing:— Know ye that we, at the humble petition of our trusty subjects, the

James, by the grace of God, of England, Scotland, Franco aud Ireland, King,

And further, of our more ample special grace, certain knowledge and mere 
motion, we have given, granted licence, and by these presents, for us, our heirs 
and successors, we give and grant licence to the aforesaid William Cole, his 
mils and assigns, that they and every of them, from time to time, at his and 
tneir pleasure, during the space of five years next followipg after the date 
or these presents, may and can ship, carry, export and transport out of said 
kingdom of Ireland, or any part or parcel thereof, as well into our said 
Kingdom of England and other our dominions wheresoever, as into any other 
c 4 kingdom. 
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kingdom, country, territory or dominion in parts beyond sea, being’ in amity 
with us, our heirs or successors, and not elsewhere, all and all kind of grain, 
hides, tallow, wool, flax, linen yarn, bread of all kind, and all other commodi- 
ties and merchandise whatsoever, from time to time, in or within the several 
counties of Armagh, Tyrone, Coleraine, Donegal, county of the city of Derry, Fer- 
managh and Cavan, or any of them, in our province of Ulster, increasing, growing, 
renewing or proceeding, or hereafter to increase, grow, renew or merge, and the 
same commodities and merchandise so exported or transported thereto, to sell 
and expose for sale or exchange for his and their great advantage and use 
without account or payment of any custom, great or small, or of any subsidy* 
imposition or sum of money, or any other charge or other thing thereout to us 
our heirs or successors, within our kingdom, or any of them, so rendered, paid or 
made; we are therefore desirous, and by these presents firmly enjoining, we

and article therein contained, shall be construed, interpreted and adiudo-ed to the 
greatest advantage, benefit and favour of the said sovereign, burgesses* and free 
commons of the said borough, and their successors, against us, our heirs and suc- 
cessors, as well in all our courts, and elsewhere in our said kingdom of Ireland as 
elsewhere wncresoevcr, without any confirmation, licence or toleration here- 
after to be procured or obtained ; notwithstanding that our writ of ad am i dam- 
num bath not issued to inquire of the premises before these our letters patents • 
and notwithstanding the statute of mortmain ; and notwithstanding a statute' 
made m Limerick, the three-and-thirtieth year of King Henry the Eighth, for 
lands given by the King ; and notwithstanding- any other defect, or any other 
cause, matter or thing- whatsoever to the contrary thereof, although no express 
mention, kc. ; any statute, &c. : Provided always, that these our letters patents be 
enrolled in the Rolls of our High Court of Chancery, in our said kingdom of 
Ireland, within the space of six months next ensuing the date hereof.

H ^ R ^ E - S Second, by the grace of God, of England, Scotland, France and 
reland King, Defender of the Faith, &c. : — To all men to whom these presents 
sliaii come, g-reeting -Whereas, in pursuance of two several Acts of Parliament 
lately made in our said kingdom of Ireland, the one entitled, “An Act for the 
better execution of his Majesty’s gracious Declaration for the Settlement of his 
Emgdom of Ireland, and satisfaction of the several Interests of Adventurers, 
ooldiers and other his Subjects there and the other entitled, “ An Act for the 
explaining of some Doubts arising upon an Act entitled, ‘An Act for the better 
Execution of his Majesty’s gracious Declaration for the Settlement of his king- 
dom of Ireland and Satisfaction of the several Interests of Adventurers, Soldiers 
and other his Subjects there,’ and for making some Alterations of and Additions 
unto the said Act, for the more speedy and effectual Settlement of the said King- 
om, our trusty and well-beloved the provost, fellows and scholars of the College 
ot the Holy and Undivided Trinity of our Royal predecessor Queen Elizabeth, 
near Dublin, did, upon the twenty-seventh day of February, in the eighteenth

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year of our reign, exhibit two petitions and schedules before our right trusty 
and well-beloved Councillor Sir Edward Smith, knight, our Chief Justice of 
our Court of Common Pleas in our said kingdom of Ireland ; Sir Edward 
Deering, baronet ; Sir Allen Broderick, knight, our surveyor-general of our said 
kingdom of Ireland ; Sir Winston Churchill, knight, and Edward Cooke, 
esquire, our Commissioners appointed for executing the aforesaid Acts, therein 
setting forth that they the said provost, fellows and scholars, by virtue of two 
several clauses or provisoes in the said explanatory Act expressed, were and are 
lawfully entitled unto the several lands, tenements and hereditaments in their

CHARTER of Trinity College; dated at Dublin , 23 December, 23° Charles II. 

Charles the Second, by the grace of God, of England, Scotland, France, and 
Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c.— To all to whom these presents shall 
come, greeting : — Whereas the several lands, tenements, and hereditaments here- 
after in these presents mentioned, lying and being in the county of Kerry, in 
our said kingdom of Ireland, have been by decree and certificate of our late 
Commissioners appointed for putting in execution two Acts of Parliament lately 
made in our said kingdom of Ireland ; the one entitled, “ An Act for the better 
Execution of his Majesty’s gracious Declaration for the Settlement of his 
Kingdom of Ireland, and Satisfaction of the several Interests of Adventurers, 
Soldiers, and other his Subjects there;” and the other entitled, “ An Act for 
the explaining of some Doubts arising upon an Act entitled, * An Act for the 
better Execution of his Majesty’s gracious Declaration for the Settlement of his 
Kingdom of Ireland, and Satisfaction of the several Interests of Adventurers, 
Soldiers, and other his Subjects there ;’ and for making some Alterations of and 
Additions unto the said Act, for the more speedy and effectual Settlement of the 
said Kingdom,” decreed, adjudged, and confirmed unto the provost, fellows, and 
scholars of the College of the Huly and Undivided Trinity of Queen Elizabeth, 
near Dublin, and their successors for ever: And whereas the said provost, 
fellows, and scholars of the said college, in pursuance of the said certificate of 
our said Commissioners, and according to the said several and respective Acts of 
Parliament, have passed letters patent, under our great seal of our said
